Lawyer Howe ocalled as the flrst witness of
the defence for the day Arthur M. Harris, aged
11, & elerk and law student In Hayes's ofllce.
Harris ssld that he wans frequently invited to
Hayes's home at 130 West 127th street to
dine. Inast summer he mot Miss Keating
there. Bhe had her san Willle with her, nnd
they were treated as members of the [amlly
by Hayes and Mrs, Hayes. On July 2 Miss
Keating went to Hayes's oblee at 10 Uroadway
and eald that she had received thnt morning,
at the Twalfth Ward Bank. a cortificato of de-
poslt for $2.800, which sho then had with her
This money, she sail, had besn deposited by
MUra. Hares for the Lenellt of Miss RKeating's
son Willle, amid, In consideration, Misa Keat-
Ing was prepared to slan an agreement giving
the boy Willie for adoption to Hayes, at least
temporarily. Later she said she Lad lost the
certificats.
